More Testimony as to the Shooting—

The defense in 


Gardner murder case continues to 


pound away on the characters of Do- 
lores Cook and George Walton, the de- 
ceased. The courtroom was filled 
again yesterday, and the proceedings, 
while embracing nothing startling, 
brought in a lot of corroborating evi- 
dence to the detailed story heretofore 
told. Asthe defense approaches the 
conclusion of its testimony, it is plain 
to be seen that the public generally 
has formed positive opinions about the 
case. The 

PATHETIC AND DRAMATIC INCIDENT 
of the trial, where old Mr. Chormicle 
assumed the entire responsibility of 
the shooting, if any is to accrue, and 
has done all in his power to turn loose 
his young friend, Will Gardner, could 
not fail of producing a strong feeling 
of sympathy for such a course. Whether 


true or not that Mr. Chormicle did all 


the shooting, he has deliberately taken 
all the blame to himself, and sworn 
that he, and no one else, killed Cook 
and Walton. The interest of specta- 
tors in the case is intense. They watch 
every point, and very. few go out of the 
courtroom after once coming in. 
COUK’S REPUTATION AGAIN. 

D. W. Field, Public Administrator, 
was called out of order by the prose- 
cution, and testified that some eight 
years ago Dolores Cook worked for 
him, and he considered his reputation 
good. He was not certain about 
Cook’s previous record. 

C. B. Richardson, an attorney, testi- 
fied that he knew Cook, and had seen 
him carrying arms at Newhall. His 
reputation was as bad as bad could be. 
That was seven years ago. Since that 
time he had not known the deceased. 

H. A. Brandscomb, a resident of 
Newhall for five years, testified that 
he had employed Cook. He always 
carried weapons, and his reputation 
was bad. 

William B. Rose testified that Cook’s 
reputation was bad. 

Harry Lateur, a resident of Castac 
Cafion, testified that he has lived there 
for seven or eight years. In a conver- 
sation once Cook asked him if he wasa 
friend of Chormicie’s. The witness 
having replied that he was, Cook said 
it made no difference, that Cnormicle 
bad to get out of that section. He also 
said Cook’s reputation was bad. 

G. Baron, who went to the Castac 
country in 1875, testified that Cook’s 
reputation was bad. 

‘WITNESSES TO THE SHOOTING. 

Mr. Brockwell, being recalled, testi- 
fied that he went to the spot where 
Miss Martinez said she saw a man 
standing during the shooting. He 
found the footprints of a man Feber 
towards the cabin, an testified that

RILEY’S RECOLLECTION. 

Thomas Riley was recalled by the 
defense at the afternoon session for 
the purpose ef laying the foundation 
for an impeachment. Mr. Murphy 
asked him about his testimony before 
the Coroner and that at the prelimi- 
nary examination. Several minor 
differences were pointed out by coun- 
sel in their queries. 

Riley claims to have witnessed the 
shooting of Cook and Walton, and that 
the defendants shot from the inside of 
the house. In the former examination 
Riley said he stood at the bottom of 
the hill. In this trial he testified that 
he stood farther up the slgpe. If he 
stood at the bottom he could not possi- 
bly have seen the shooting as clearly as 
he says he did. 

JENKINS ON THE STAND. 

W. W. Jenkins was called, and, as 
his name was pronounced, a ripple of 
interest seemed to travel about through 
the audience. 

He was required to produce his 
docket as Justice of the Peace, and 
pointed out the entries in regard to 
the arrest of Mrs. Chormicle and her 
son on a charge of misdemeanor in 
putting up apart of their own fence 
that Olme and George Walton had 
torn down. 

He testitied that the original com- 
plaints were drawn by Messrs. Wells, 
Guthrie & Lee of this city, but that he 
drafted new ones, following the orig- 
inals in their wording. He did not 
recollect why the originals were not 
used, 

The witness was allowed to be with- 
drawn, the defense stating that it

A BOY WITNESS. 

George Chormicle, son of the defend- 
ant, testified: Jam 16 years old. I 
am a son of W. C. Chormicle, the de- 
fendant. I remember being arrested 
and taken before W. W. Jenkins at 
Newhall. I did not see the complaint, 
that is, 1 did not examine it. 
Others read it in my hearing. John 
Kelton and my mother were taken be- 
fore Jenkins with me. The constable 
told us that the arrest was for putting 
up a fence that had been torn down.“ 

The complaint was not allowed in 
the defense stating that they wished 
to show that it was not a legal one, 
and that all the official acts of Jen- 
kins relative to the arrest were with- 
out authority; that Re exceeded bis 
jurisdiction in sending the boy to jail, 
and that for such reasons he was re- 
leased under writ of habeas corpus, 
Judge Wade adwinistering a sharp re- 
buke to Jenkins, 

The boy described the manner in 
which Walton hauled the lumber on 
section 23, and about having helped 
his mother to remove it. Walton 
hauled it back the same night. He 
told how Walton struck bim when he 
tried to prevent the placing of the 
lumber on the section, He repeated 
the language used by Walton upon the 
occasion, and it is too vulgar fer publi- 
cation. The witness testsfied that it 
was Jenkins’s custom to pasture bis 


out. e had seen Jenkins and

They have paid to the fisher- 
men the smallest possible prices, and 
Dave sold to consumers at high figures. 
For example, for baracuda they have 
ary allowed the fishermen 5 cents, 
hile they have sold the same fish to 
their customers at 25 cents and up- 
Ward, and other kinds in proportion. 
But this is not the worst. When a 
consignment of fish has been sent for- 
ward, these greedy middlemen have 
refused to take them from the express 
company, and then sent a man around 
to the express company’s office, later, 
to buy the fish for the charges on them. 
and so, after they have been hours and 
hours exposed to the sun and are unfit 
for food, have sold them to consumers 


. for fresh fis , thus victimizing not onl 


the fishermen, but the public. All 
this, it will be expected, will 
remedied by the new arrangement. 
The combination of fishermen will 
open a market of their own in Los 
Angeles, to which all will send their 
catch, which will be sold to consumers 
at reasonable rates, and will be fresh. 
They say the public may be sure that 
what they get is strictly first-class, and 
they ask consumers to patronize their 
market, and by so doing benefit them- 
selves as well as a worthy class of 
toilers, who have heretofore been sys- 
tematically got the better of by the 
city combine.

In short, he has no 
right to live an absolutely selfish life In the

A COMPLETE CENSUS, 


Relative to the fears expressed and 
published to the effect that an incom- 
plete census will be the result of Super- 
visor Mosher’s efforts in this city, Tug 
Tuts has the officer’s assurance that 


85 | every house in the city of Los Angeles will 


be visited by an enumerator, and that to 
the best of the ability of the bead of 
the office and his corps, absentees will 
be hunted up and counted. The cen- 
sus will be as nearly accurate as it can 
be taken; and if the people who live in 
lodging-houses, hotels and boarding- 
houses will(in case of absence from 
their domicils, ) help the enumerators 
out by leaving information with land- 
lords, as required by the census law, 
the counting band will get every one. 
But it needs a little céoperation on the 
part of citizens to secure complete re- 
sults. Let it be understood that each 
enumerator has a district which it was 
presumed he could canvass in two 
weeks; but it it should appear that he 
caunot call at every house inside of 
that time, he will be given time to do 
it, as Supervisor Mosher proposes to 
have enumerators call at crery house. 
He saysthe census is supposed to be 
like Cesar’s wife, and regrets very 
much that any doubt should be thrown 
on the count made by bis office. He 
reports that everything is going along 
finely. The office was out of a few 
forms of schedules for a few days only, 
but now everything is well in hand, 
and the Supervisor knows of nothing 
to prevent his getting a full and ac- 
curate census of this district. The 
census office in Washington has been 
prompt to forward everything needed 
to further the work in hand. The 
chief thing needed now is to impress 
upon floaters in hotels, etc., and all 
other persons of irregular domicils, 
the necessity of assisting the enumera- 
tors by placing information where 
they can get it. Citizens interested iu 
seeing a complete and accurate cen- 
sus can aid in this matter. See that 
none get away! 


“IN THE SWEET BUY AND BUY.” 


When the city is the possessor of a 
commodious public market, then Los 
Angeles can afford to put on more of 
the airs of a metropolitan city, and her 
agricultural importance will rapidly 
increase. A market near at hand, 


which can be reached without 
the interference of 80 many 
middismen, is a want which 


our farmers have long felt the 
need of. Given that, and a new im- 
petus will be imparted, not only to all 
our agricultural and horticultural in- 
terests, but indirectly all departments 
of business will be benefited by the 
money which will be kept at home. 
Our farmers also will be encouraged to 
multiply their resources and to develop 
their yet unimproved acres. ä 
Los Angeles sends away many thou 
sands of dollars yearly for productions 
that might be grown in this section, 
and which would be grown were proper 
market facilities offered. All the 
| potatoes for consumption should be 
raised here. Not a dollar should we 
ever send away for eggs. butter, 
cheese, poultry or beef, which are now 
shipped here by the carload. Itisa 
shameless prodigality which per- 
mits us to send abroad thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of 
dollars to be disposed of in other 
communities without half the wealth 
of soll and climate which we possess, 
and it is time for public codperation in 
this matter, which shall give to the 
farmers of this section the market 
facilities which they require, and 
which would encourage them to largely 
increase their marketable supplies. If 
the general public is not blind to its 
own interests it will not let this im- 
portant matter rest tillafree public 
market becomes an established fact.

Programme for Pension Legislation, 
Finally Agreed Upon. 
Senator Evarts’s Views on the Pending 
Silver Measure. 


The House Not Yet Ready to Come 
to Terms on the Anti-Trust 
Bill—Other Washing- 
ton Matters. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON (D. C.,) June 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—Mr. 
Platt gave notice that immediately 
after consideration of the Silver Bill 
he would ask the Seuate to consider 
the bill for the admission of Wyoming. 
Among the bills reported from com- 
mittees and placed on the calendar 
were two Senate bills to amend the 
polygamy laws, and the House Legis- 


lative, Executive and Judicial Appro- 
propriation Bill. 

Mr. Davis presented the conference 
report on the Dependent Pension Bill. 
and proceeded to explain it. As to 
the question of dependent parents, he 
said that all the change made by the 
bill from the existing law was that 
whereas the existing law required the 
dependency to exist at the time of the 
soldier’s death, the pending measure 
merely required dependency at the 
time of the application.

That provision has been the subject of 
considerable discussion in the confer- 
ence, and the result bas been a combi- 
nation of both Senate and House pro- 
visions. The bill will add about 242,- 
000,000 per year to the cost of pensions. 
The report went over and was ordered 
printed.

THE HOUSE-MOVING QUESTION 


Street Superintendent Brown Finds 
a Remédy—Auspicious Railroad: 
News—Real-Estate Notes 
—Brevities—Personals. 


The question of chief interest now 
before the local public is the matter of 
house-movers digging holes in the 
streets, The house-movers have done 
this very thing for some years past, 
but only since the new city adminis- 


tration came into power has any howl 


\ 


been raised over it. 

No one denies that the hole-digging 
process is objectionable. But reforms 
cannot be worked in a day, and in 
justice to the present Superintendent 
of Streets, it should be stated that he 
is doing all in bis power to remedy the 
evil. 

Mr. Brown has started the work of 
reform by recommending to the house- 
movers the adoption of another sys- 
tem for carrying on their 
work. One of these men 
— the one in charge of the 
Orange Grove avenue job which has 
stirred up the rumpus, has already 
profited by the suggestion, and has had 
asetof new appliances made which 
does away with the necessity of dig- 

ing big holes, the new process requir- 
ng the driving of iron piles, about an 
inch in diameter, into the ground. 
This plan bas already been tried on 
Orange Grove avenue, and works suc- 
cessfully. It is to be hoped that it will 
be used exclusively hereafter. If the 
old system is adhered to, Supt. Brown 
says the contractors must put up a 


$200 bond, aud, if they fail to properly 


repair the streets, the superintendent 
says he can do it with that amount of 
money and have some to spare. 


The Peak Rallroad. 
On Wednesday evening Engineer 
McPherson returned, in company with 
a party of railroad contractors, from 
an inspection of the line surveyed by 
Mr. McPherson for a railroad to the 
summit of Wilson’ Peak. Tue Times
